register, and all of them showed less 
than two minutes, he added. 

The off-campus vote (including 
Alumni Village, Dale Mabn. anJ the 
University Trailer Fark), as a per- 
centage of the total votes cast, in- 
creased from 10 per cent to 30 per 
cent over last year. 

Similar percentages from other 
living areas changed as follows: 
dormitories, 70 percent to 49 per- 
cent; fraternities, four percent to 
seven percent; sororities, 14 per- 
cent to 12 percent; and oCf-campus 
supervised women's housing, one 
percent to two percent. 

These pecentages reOea only the 
degree of participation by the 
various groups, not the effect of 
their votes on the outcome of the 
elections, Farrar said. 

This Is because die prednctlng of 
vartous areas an.igns die mimber 
of senators on the basis of die 
number of oonMltnents, not the num- 
ber of voters In each predna, he 
eiq)lained.

Carraway Dedication Tomorrow 



The F.Wilson Carraway,Sr. Bldg., 
housing the D^t..«f Geology, will 
be dedicated tomorrow afternoon 
in a special ceremony in the build- 
ing's auditorium. 

Constructed in 1952, the building 
is being officially named for a 
Tallahassee banker who is now 
serving his sixth term In the Florida 
Senate and who served three terms 
In the House before that. 

Many of Sou Carraway's fellow 
legislators are eaqpected to be 
present for die ceremony, whldi will 
be during FSU's Legldattve Recog- 
nition Day. 

Chester H. Ferguson of Tampa, 
chairman of the Board of Regents, 
will deliver the dedicatory address 
during the ceremony at 2 p.m. and 
Sen. Carraway will re^nd. FSU 
PresldeAt John E. Chunplon will 
preside. 

The Geology Bldg., constructed at 
a cost of $3SO,000,has a gross area 
of 35,832 sq. ft. and a net area of 
25,504 sq.ft. on its four floors, iriiich 
include a basement. 

It houses ofBces and classrooms of 
the Geology dep^, alongwlA several 
special laboratories which include a 
sedimentatton laboratory and a 
carbon-14 dating laboratory. 

Just west of the building woitmen 
are completing a core Udg. where 
cores of sediments taken from the 
floor of die ocean in the Antarctic 
will be stored and examined. 



FSU graduate students take the 
cores during cruises on the researdi 
ship Eltanin. They are preamdy 
stored In a nearby frame Ixifldli^ and 
much of the examlnationa is done in 
the sedimentation laboratory. 

National Science Foundatton pro- 
vided a grant of $235,000 to pay for 
the core bldg. It consists of a one- 
story basement sectton but FSU 
plans eventually to add additional 
stories, which will be used In the 
ejq>andlng geology research and 
teachli^ program. 



There will be a meetmg of the ACM 
chapter t 'morrow at lOa.m.inroom 
303 of the Love Bldg.

There is more to FSU's campus 
than meets the eye. 

Unknown to the majority of campus 
dwellers, there is one remaining 
spot which, although located in a 
heavily populated sectioned campus, 
remains cool and uncrowded even 
in the busiest of rush hours. 

Beginning at the University heating 
plant located on Woodward St. and 
crossing under the main area of 
canqius to die Seminole Club Is an 
underground tunnel large enou^ to 
walk In. 

The tunnel was built to house steam 
pipes when the school was new. It 
enabled passage for repairing pipes 
if necessary. 

Monte Drake, assoc. director of 
planning, said, "The system used 
presently to heat the buildings is 
the same as the original one. How- 
ever, it has been greatly sup- 
plemented since its beginning." 

He continued, "Since tliat time, a 



complex of p4>ing has been 
constructed all over the campus 
area. It is used to pipe steam for 
hot water and heating in the sur- 
roundii^ buildings. Newer pipes are 
built in much more shallow tunnels . ' ' 

"Tiie steam is produced at the 
University heating plant and p4>ed 
out at a pressure of 125 lbs. per 
sq. in. Natural gas used to maintain 
the boilers is purchased from the 
city," Drake said. 

This pressure is maintained con- 
stantly, but valves widdn individual 
buildings enable them to be cut off 
from the main system, he said. 

Recently, the Florida Legislature 
appropriated $839,000 for the ex- 
pansion f these utilities by the Plan- 
ning Dept. This amount is to be di- 
vided among the different aspects of 
the steam system, Drake said. 

In addition t j heating, steam is also 
used for scientific experiments and 
as part of the air conditioning system 
in some of the buildings, he said.

Re-printed in John Ciardi's column 
"Manner of Speaking, "Saturday Re- 
view, Sept. 11, the official wording ,f 
the Tuft's statem-int is as f aiows: 
"It is the duty of editors and ad- 
visors to keep Student Publications 
at a level that brings credit t<' the 
University. This responsibility lies 
initially with the b..ard of edit .rs of 
each publication, which considers all 
the material submitted and wh 'se 
approval is requisite f r [mlilication. 
The boardofeditorswiliwisht . c m- 
sult closely with us adviser reas ^n- 
ably in -advance of printers 
deadlines, and whenever any doubt 
remains with respect to suitability 
for publicati )n, the board of editors 
will discuss the doubtful matter with 
an advisory committee. 

A Universlt>' literary oublica- 
tion exists t- provide an experi- 
mental gr.und for the efforts of 
writers wh.i have yet to achieve tlie 
balance of technique and experience. 
Such writers, moreover, are likely 
to be moved by powerful emotions. 
In the history of all literatures the 
madmen have shared at least equal 
honors with the calmly reasoned. 

'•It sometimes ha{^pens tliat tlie 
disproportions of student writii«, 
asdieysprii^ onto the page from the 
unmanaged or half -managed com- 
pulsions of the writer, offend the 
more literal and less venturesome 
attitudes of the community. It can 
follow then that the "image" of the 
University will suffer in the eyes of 
the community; particularly so since 
this difference between the lan- 
guage-intoxicated youqg seeker and 
tlie more stable community around 
him is one that can be readily dis- 
toned to sensationalism by lumor 
and journalism.

Reitz said further, 'Then the Leg- 
islature should make an ap- 
propriation to the Board of Re- 
gents with the clear understanding 
that approval of the operating bud- 
gets and operating procedures Is 
vested fully In the control of the 
Board of Regents, subject to the 
usual rigorous state audits."

Whether or not J. Wayne Reitz did or did not resign 
as president of the University of Florida yesterday, for 
all its fnmtpage dramatics, will soon be a lesser issue, 
overshadowed by the continuing problem of political in- 
terference in state universities. 

Reitz* supposed resignation came about as a pro- 
test against the state's policy of allowing university 
presidents virtually no control over their budgets. In- 
stead of university control, buc^ts are regulated by 
the State Budget Commission. 

This year the budget commission shocked and dis- 
mayed the state's university presidents, FSU's John 
Chan^ion inducted, by drastically and arbitrarily 
slashing salaries for instructors as well as adminis- 
trators. 

According to one report, the commission did this 
for no other reason than that the commissi(Hiers did 
not wish to see a university staff member making more 
money than they were. 

Such an attitude, coupled with the present bu(]^tary 
policy, can only result in second rate education for 
Florida's universities. 

The State of Florida hired these university presi- 
dents because they trusted the admistrators' wisdom 
and judgement in their own specialized field: education. 

As experts in education, a highly competive field, they 
know wbsA it takes to attract top men for their insti- 
tations. This knowledge, not frivolity, dictated the pro- 
posed salary raises based on a real need. 

As long as the State of Florida continues its policy 
of not trusting its experts, it will have not an economical 
educational i^stem. but a cteap one. 

_ Intellect ualism 

what can be wrong with a university that has a college 
of arts and sciences, schools of education, music, home 

economics, library science, social welfare, business, 
nursing and law, and a graduate school? Why is it that 
with 13,000 students attending a university such as FSU, 
there exists a noted absence of an intellectual at- 
mosphere? 

The problem seems to be one of misapplication. Stu- 
dents traditionally take up an attitude which insists upon 
saving moments of higher learning for the classroom. 
Not only the scholar's concept of knowledge, but also 
that of the edicated man in general, believes that the 
powers and benefits of leamingoccur and accrue every- 
where: both on and off the campus. To be grounded, 
rounded and founded in an academic society is one of 
the ideals of almost any educational institution. 

Since the days of free thought, discussion has been 
known to include the synthesis of the wisdom of life; 
this extension of the self within the perspective of 
environment may be termed communicative synthesis. 
In former times, and indeed in parts of Europe today, 
the personal science of argumentation and debate < rhet- 
oric, if you will) is known to make a college what it is. 
The FSU campus population certainly has the abUity 
and the opportunity. 

President Champion, in his message to our new stu- 
dents, expressedthewishthatour student body, "become 
infected, as rapidly as possible, with the highly con- 
tagious spirit of inquiry which prevails..." Once" in the 
bloodstream, it is just a matter of time.

'Some Changes Will Be Made' 
Team Rearranging For Wildcats

For about 50 of the 60 minutes in Saturday night's 
FSU-Baylor game it looked as though FSU had con- 
verted to a one platoon system — DEFENSE. 

Although the offense scored nine points, it was the 
defense that really won the game. Its performance was 
nothing short of "magnificent." 

It was not the best defense in the country, but it 
looked like the most determined. Even after it seemed 
as though the game was lost, it kept plugging. 

Head Coach Bill Peterson said he told the defensive 
unit "just one more time" every time it was sent Iq. 
He commented that it seemed as though he was saying 
it all night long. 

The problem was that, as 

a rule, the offense could not 
hold the ball for more than 
four plays at a time. In the 
entire game. FSU picked up 
only eight first downs, four 

in each half. Baylor, on the 
other hand, picked up 15, 
eight in tte first half. 

The offensive line was 
partly the reason. Several 

times it did not give Prit- 
chett time enough to pass in 
his roll-out option plays. 

It often looked like Pritchett would throw the ball 
away or make a bad pass, especially when he rolled 
out to the riu;ht. This side may have been weak because 
of the line caving in or because of Pritchett' s favorit- 
ism to his weak knee. Actually it seemed to be a little 
of each. 

The offense did not have the extra effort required 
for a winning team. It looked weak and out of training. 

Maybe the TD gave theteamthe extra confidence and 
determination necessary to beat Kentuclqr this Saturday , 
Peterson seems to think so: he may be right.

Prlchett, who completed only 10 of 
29 passes, appeared unsettled most 
of the evening. The Semin le coach 
said he thi>ught the c nipleted t 'uch- 
down pass in Saturday's game would 
give Pritchett and the entire 
offensive alignment the confidence 
needed. 

"We haven't been throwing to our 
wide receivers enough, but with the 
added confidence the boys got from 
that TD pass, I think the passing 
game will be ail'rlghi," Peterson 
said. 

The defense received nothing bm 
praise from Peterson. 



' They played a tremendous game, ' ' 
he said. "What can you say; they 
played the equivalent to a game and 
a half." 

The statistics show the Tribe de- 
fensive squad was on the field for 
77 plays against 64 for the offense.

Tenure Questioned 

We understand that President of the Student Body Jim 
Groot will return the bill limiting the tenure of office 
for that office to the Stuctent Senate today for further 
consideration. 

Groot has reportedly been toying with the idea of 
vetoing the measure if the Senate does not reconsider 
the bUl. 

We hope that n.embers of the Senate, now justly 
apportioned, will heed Groot' s wishes and take another 
look at what could be termed at best a rather hasty 
piece of legislation. 

We believe that the Senate should certainly make 
amends for the insult to the present president, let alone 
reconsider the spirit of the bill. K was most insulting 
and certainly precedent-shattering to pass a measure 
limiting a term of office and then make it apply to the 
incumbent in that office. This type of parliamentary 
pettiness is just not done. 

As for the bill itself, we believe that it is always an 
insult to the voters in any constituency when a legislative 
body thinks so little of the intelligence of these voters 
that it limits a term of office of an executive position. 

Literally, the legislative branch is saying that its con- 
stituents are so stupid, so gullible, or so apathetic that 
they would continue to vote into office some dictator 
or (temagogue. 

Frankly we have a little more faith in the wisdom of 
the members ofthestudentbody than apparently do some 
of our student senators. We don»t believe that they would 
let anyone stay in office whom they did not believe was 
doing a good job and, after all, what other criteria is 
actually applicable in evaluating any leader? 

Also we don't believe that the "in office" label is as 
politically helpful on our campus as it might be on the 
state or national level. Certainly Jack Cannon was more 
hindered than helped fay an association, however Justified 
it might have been, with the "in*' group in power at the 
time. 

We hope that the newSenate members take the time to 
study this measure carefully and reconsider both the 
spirit and the letter of the bill.

Kent Aid Grants 
Now Availalile 

Dr. Robert A. Spivey, FSU liaison 
officer for the Danforth Foundation, 
announced the Kent Graduate Fel- 
lowships which are available for 
graduate students Intending to attain 
the PhD degree, or one of its equiva- 
lents. In one of the arts or sci- 
ences that contribute to liberal edu- 
cation. 

Previous graduate study is re- 
quired. Students in professional 
schools may not apply until the year 
Immediately preceding the beginning 
of graduate study for the PhD degree 
or its equivalent, Spivey said. 

Preferaice Is ^ven to persons 
under 30 and there are no restric- 
tions as to race, creed, citizenship, 
or marital staws. 

The award is for one year, and Is 
normally renewable until completion 
of die degree or for a m ax imum 
total of three years «f pwduate 
study, he added. 

Fellowriiip stipends depend on 
individual need. The applicants 
should be within die top 10 percent 
of fellow graduate students, Spivey 
said. 

Odier national fellowships may be 
used concurrently wldi a Kent Fel- 
lowship, he concluded. 

WSTA Centers Open 

Five new training programs, begin- 
ning the end of December to train 
VISTA volunteers, will be conducted 
at ArlzonaState, Hull House, Colum- 
bia University, University of Mary- 
land and Community Services Foun- 
dation. 

Applications can be obtained in the 
Placement Office at the Union. 

Over 1,500 volunteers are serving 
in communities In over 39 states.

Catarzi Directs 
Student Circus 

Adrian Catarzi is no longer the 
daring young man on the flying tra- 
peze; now he directs from the ground 
while :her young men and women 
perfurrr. circus acts. 

"My new job as director of FSU's 
student circus is so exciting and 
challenging that i haven t had time to 
think about not being a performer," 
Catarzi said. 

The new director, a srand iut tra- 
peze petformer and FSU graduate, 
is from Sarasota. He graduated 
from FSU last year with a major in 
Spanish. 

During the past summer he was dir- 
ector of the circus t ■■r summer ap- 
pearances at Callaway Gardens in 
Pine Mountain, Ga. This fall 22- 
year-old "Nuchi," as he is called, 
was named direct r of the famous 
troupe. 

His family has a lung history in 
the circus business. Claude Loyal, 
a well known French perfo rmer of 
125 years ago, Is an ancestor. Ca- 
tarzi's grandfather on his mother's 
side was Jules Loyal. Loyal married 
Stella RepenskI and they were both 
performers as well as their seven 
children. They wereknownall over 
Europe. 

In 1932, John Rlngllng saw some of 
the Loyal-Repenskl team do Its 
stunts In Europe and brought them 
to this country for the Rlngllng 
circus. Bareback horse ridii^ was 
the specialty. Four of the Loyal 
girls had a famous act in which 
all vaulted ouo a iurse simultan- 
eously. 

Only one of the family, Alphonso 
Loyal, is still acUve indrcutwoik 
He Is with the Kelly-Miller Circus. 

Catarzl's Interest in the clzcua 
staned when he was a boy travelii^ 
with the troupe during the summer, 
selling conon candy and doii^ other 
odd Jobs. It continued at Sarasou 
High School where he was a member 
of the student circus tliere. 

WhUe a student at FSU, he became 
the 13th or 14th person in Ustoty 
to do the triple somersault from 
the flying trapeze. 

The Job of directing die SO-member 
"Flying High" trotpe promises to 
be a greater challenge than the 
triple somersault, Catarzi said. 

"I've always been interested in 
teaching." he said. "Also I'll be 
able to demonstrate many of the acts 
myself to the studems." 

Assisting the new director will be 
Wynne Hernandez who has been 
named asst. director. She was a 
performer at the FSU circus for a 
number of years.

Chausson* s musical sryle is, con- 
sequently, very slmillar to that of 
Franck, he added. 
The symphon\ to be played Friday 
was first performed In 1897atParls 
under the conductor, Nikish. 

Chausson died at 42 In an accident. 
Many critics feel that he might have 
become one of the greatest musical 
figures In the field of composition. 

Chabier was a first-rate pianist 
and composer who, with many of his 
French contemporaries, became 
fascinated with Spanish dances and 
music. His "Espana" was an instant 
success and, along with the "Joyeuse 
Marche," became one of his most 
popular works.

10 national rating. 

It's no secret the bluegrass boys 
have been looking ahead to this one. 
They sent their whole coaching staff 
down to scout the FSU spring game 
last March. 

All hands return to the Wildcat 
backfield that was one of the nation's 
most explosive. They are battle- 
tested quarterback Rick Norton, tall 
back Rodger Bird, Frank Antonlnl 
at fullback and wingback Larry Sei- 
ple. 

Kentucky IsheadllningNorton, Bird 
and superior end Rick Kestner as 
having all the credentials to be bona 
fide All-Amerlcans. 

Rodger Bird is the 5-11, 195-lb. 
AU-SEC tailback who accounted for 
60 of the Wildcats' points in '64. 
FSU held Bird to minimum yardage 
in last year's plastering, but he fin- 
ished the season with 671 rushing 
yards and an 862 yard total. 

Kentucky's offense is rated as just 
as powerful via the air route as 
Baylor. Norton sparks the high- 
powered air offense which Is as good 
as any in the country. 

Norton ranked number one in the 
SEC In total offense last year, rack- 
ing up 1,319 total yards. His pass- 
ing prowess was devastating last 
week in a losing cause against Au- 
burn, throwing for three touchdowns. 

With 13 touchdown passes In his 
first two years of varsity play, 
Norton may be the best quarterback 
FSU faces In '65.

Champion Statement 

Dr. John Champion, FSU president, released 
the following statement late last nigfat in order 
to clear up any misunderstanding of his position 
on the salary cuts of University personnel by the 
State Budget commission. 

*'A * Flambeau' r^x»rter called earlier this week 
to ask me to comment on a report that President 
Reitz had resigned. I was not available to take 
the call. Mrs. Chambers, knowing my thinking, 
advised the reporter that I would consider it in- 
approppriate to make a comment since President 
Reitz had denied that he had resigned. At no time 
did Mrs. Chambers under stond tiiat she was being 
asked to comment on the salary issue. 

"The salary issue is one which affects every 
university in the system. In order that there may 
be no misunderstanding relative to the position 
which I have taken concernii^ the reduction in 
salary increases for 57 positions at Florida State, 
I should like to report the following. 

"On August 19 we were officially advised that 
the Budget Commission did not approve 57 salary 
items in our 1965 Operating Budget. Following 
proper obam^ls, on August 24 we filed a formal, j 
official, written appeal with the Chancellor and 
the Board of Regents. On September 1 we filed 
a second appeal. On September 17 we filed a third 
appeal. In all of our appeals we have ui^ed the 
Board of Regents to prevail upon the Budget Com- 
mission to restore the salary increase reductions. 

"During the period since Ai^st 20, Vice Pre- 
sident Karl Dittmer, Dr. Juanita Gibson, andl have 
held numerous formal and informal conferences 
with the Chancellor, with members of the staff 
of the Board of Regents, members of the staff 
of the Budget Conunission and members of the 
Board of Regents. 

**As of this date, a number of aciQustments have 
been worked out. We are still working with ap- 
propriate officials and staff persons hoping to 
secure other adjustments. I should like to make 
it clear that we have appealed every salary change. 
Additionally, I should like to point out that we 
are still in the process of trying to obtain res- 
toration of salary increase reductions in other 
cases "H^ere such restoration has not yet been 
approved."

Parking Problems Remain 



To the Editor: 

It is a continuing source of amaze- 
ment to ne that a school as large as 
FSU and with a budget the size of 
FSU's copes so inanely with its 
traffic and parking problems. The 
administration has "solved" the 
campus traffic problem by merely 
prohibiting students from driving on 
campus during school hours. Un- 
fortunately, thecampusparkingpro- 
blem does not lend Itself to such a 
trite solution. There are several 
points, concerning the census 
parking problein, wUcfa OkhM be 
mentioned. 

An apparendy large number of stu- 
dents living In dormitories also own 
cars. During the school week these 
cars are usually "stored" on lots 
adjacent to the dormitories. This 
ties up valuable on-campus parking 
space and presents little advantage 
to the dormitory student who uses 
his car only during the wedcends 
anyway. 

It is most frustrating to drive past 
vacant faculty parking spaces and 
then be unable to find qiacelnastu- 
dent lot where a number of faculty 
cars are pariced. Faculty members 
have the diolcest parking spots on 
campus: why must they park in stu- 
dent areas? 
Hiose of us who live outside the 
Tallahassee dty limits beyond the 
range of local bus service are forced 
to drive to sdiool. If local bus 
service to the university was im- 
proved during the ruA hours many 
more students would commute via 
bus rather than car. 
Widening of several streets on 
canq>us ( e^;. the service road par- 
allel to and just south of W. Ten- 
nessee St.) would permit the more 
space saving angle-parking method 
rather than parallel parking. This 
should increase significantly the

Several Draft Inequalities Exis 



The draft has been a common topic 
In tbe DBws madia for some time 

now. 

During the recent presidential 
campaign there was talk of abol- 
ishing the draft. Much of the cur- 
rent controversy of draft centers 
around Its uo-democntlc opera- 
tion. 

The Universal Military Tralnli^ 
and Service .\ct has become far from 
beli^ universal. The burden of the 
draft seems to be falling on tbe 
shoulders of a narrow socio- 
economic group. 

Those who can afford to stay in 
college may well be exenpted from 
service. Men also get out of tbe 
draft if tbev have Influence or a 
critical skm. 

On tbe otber side of the scale 
are those who lack the Intelli- 
gence and/or plqrsical capabtUtles 
to serve. 

Then tbere are those eligible peo- 
ple viio would do virtually anythli^ 
to get om <a possible miUtary ser- 



vice. 7 he glmlcks range from false 
claims of insanity to ^fi Htftntwly 
faUlng Intelligence tests. 

Those who serve or incnd to serve 
their military obligation, especially 
under combat conditions, must feel 
a sense of liUistice when so maov 
others are unfairly exempted. 

Once lBt%9 scale exemptions are 
made, then those who would have 
otherwise served without complaint 
begin to question the justification 
of serving. 

My position Is that If there is to 
be a draft law, then exemptions 
should be made only in extreme 
cases— flomMne with p.iii - as p 
posed to someone with a trick knee 

If the draftee faUs his Intelligence 
or piqrslcai test (or both), then draft 
him and try M iinprove his capabil- 
ities. 

Eliminate any form of marital 
Status as an exemption. The age limit 
should be extended from 26 In order 
to make career students eltelblefor 
the draft.

Student Freedoms 

Last April, after months of careful studjr, the Faculty 

Senate Ad Hoc Committee on Non-Academic Under- 
graduate Rules and Regulations made its report at a 
regular meeting of the Faculty Senate. 

Because of limited space we cannot do justice to the 
committee, nor to the Faculty Senate. However, among 
the committee's many significant findings and recom- 
mendations were the following: 

1) A call to "Re-evaluate housing regulations and 
elinriinate a large number of minor rules and regula- 
tions,*' in the hopes that this would "automatically 
restrict the activities of house councils which seem to 
be the major source of much of the dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed by students." 

2) A recommendation that the apartment rule be re- 
vised (it was). 

3) A statement that "The Committee believes that there 
is wlctespread unrest and dissatisfaction among FSU stu- 
dents which could lead to demonstrations such as have 
been witnessed on other campuses." 

This last statement alone indicates that the Faculty 
Senate recognized a situation which many others have 
overlooked. The students are not happy with the admin- 
istration: it has been oppressive, it has been unfair. It 
continued to be so. 

The Faculty Senate approved this report and attached 
two amendments. One was an interpretation of the re- 
port (which is as interesting as the report itself) . The 
other asked the (tean of students "to report to the 
Faculty Senate, no later than October, action taken on 
the . . . report." 

As students, we sincerely thank the faculty for its work 
in this area. 

We realize the time andeffortinvolvedandare grateful. 

All this makes the following request more difficult. It 
is our opinion that the dean of students cannot honestly 
report that his office has coiiq>lied with the committee's 
recommendations. We also realize that there is much 
more to be done in this area. 

We therefore request that the committee, or some 
similiar contmiittee, be established on a permanent 

basis. 

We make this request in full knowledge that faculty 
members are busy with many other considerations. 

We ask it only because we honestly feel that there is a 
real need for a permanent channel of communication to 
be opened between the Faculty Senate and the general 
student body, just as the committee believe, and there- 
fore recommended that, "The President of the Univer- 
sity (should) set aside one hour each week for con- 
ferences with students." Please consider it.

The 250 participants will spend the neact two days in 
workshops discussing the various methods of publica- 
tion used by the different schools, said Jeanie William- 
son, workshop chairman. 

the system used, said Miss WUllm- 
son. 

Perhaps, she continued, the most 
striking difference in FSU's news 

publication is its daily printing, 
coupled with the lack of a journal- 
ism school at the University. 
There are only four universities 
in the South which print daUy.These 
are LSU. Miss. State, U of F and 
FSU. The former two are published 
only four days a week, said Miss 
Williamson. 

It is an unusual situation for a 
school such as FSU, lacking formal 
jounallsm instruction, to have a 
paper that's published so often, iriie 
continued. 

The workshop today begins with 
registration followed by a general 
meeting of the whole group. Panel 
discussions begin in the afternoon. 
General interest areas will con- 
cern the college newspaper, the 
college yearbook and the college 
magazine. A special session will 
be conducted for photographers and 
publication board members. 

Panel discussions concerning the 
role the various publications play 
on campus, financing the publication 
and freedom of the press on cam- 
pus, vdll be included on the agenda. 
The panels will consist of the ed- 
itors or another representative of 
the different publication media from 
various campuses. 
They will offer the particular pro- 
blems, acconqdlsbmenu and ideas 
of their newsp^)ers, for tbe bane- 
fit of diose attenidlqg. 
Tonight the workshop delegates will 
be ottertalned at a banquet in the 
State Room <tf the Union. The stu- 
dent chairmanof SUSGA, WayneSea- 
bolt from W. Ga.

FSU's campus will be invaded today by over 250 
students representing 60 southern universities for 
the Sixth Annual Southern Universities Student Gov- 
ernment Assoc. Publications Workshop. 

It is an invasion that we welcome. 

These 250 student journalists are part of a group 
that reflects the new South. They are coming together 
as students who realize the impact they will have on 
this section of the ccmntry and on the entire nation. 

They will meet formally today and tomorrow to ex- 
change ideas about campus publication problems, but 
their discussions will have implications reaching be- 
yond the campus. 

As members of SUSGA. these journalists will be 
asked to consider, between now and May (when the 
overall SUSGA convention will take place in Jackson- 
ville), a resolution drawn up by the Florida (tel^- 
tion last week that would mate SUSGA truly an all- 
South organization. 

The resolution would end **de facto" segregation of 
its membership by making each state self-determining 
in this regard.

The journalists gathered here today and tomorrow 
will play a large role in shaping the reaction of their 
SUSGA representative to the resolution.

Vietnam Demonstrations Explain i 



Friday was the first of tbe Inter- 
national Days of ProtMt to «nd the 
war 'in Vietnam. Friday andSaturday, 
committees ttirougliout tlie US and 

abroad oigaged in demonstrations of 
protest. That their position may be 
bener understood, this article pre- 
sents some of tlie more cogent rea- 
sons why the US sliould end the war. 

Distaste for death, for torture 
('The Nation" magazine, Dec. :;, 
1964), for surplus destruction, and 
for the possibility if an expanded or 
nuclear war are died as sijfficlent 
reasons to aband i'. Vietnam; h ow- 
ever, if warfare in general is ac- 
cepted as a means t j an end, these 
reasons can be seen as the necessary 
concomitants of all wars. Such pro- 
tests, then, though persuasive are 
not directed specifically against war 
In Vietnam, but against war in gen- 
eral; 1 wlU focus specifically on 
Vietnam. 

Fr im the beginning f our involve- 
ment In Vietnam it appears our pri- 
mary concern has legitimately been 
the containment of Communism. 
However, we have pursued our aim 
without regard to the wishes of the 
Vietnamese people, for they have 
never been allowed to vote. The Gen- 
eva Agreement in 1954 provided for 
partitioning Vietnam Into two areas 
which were to hold free elections in 
1956 and reunite. Ho Chi Minb. a 
leader witli communist sympathies, 
was elected in the North. In South 
Vietnam, however, Ngo Diidi Diem 
assumed control of the country and

These are all questions which 
people are now posing.

New Committee 
To Study Space 

Student Body President jlm Groot 
announced yesterday that be iias 
formed a committee to deal with die 
Union space problem. 

Members of the panel are Dr. Herb 
Reinhard, director ot the Union, 
Groot, George Seal, sec. d com- 
munications, daijf Skelton, sac. of 
the Ihdon and Jeanie Wliliamstm, 
managing editor cf the "Flambeau." 

Miss Williamson and Miss aoelton 
are presently making a sBsl^ of dir 
usage of Union rooms. 

"It's impractical to move and also 
improbable, but we have to do some- 
thing." said Groot. "Our goal is to 
add room 327 as permanent Student 
Government space," he continued. 

Student Government has com- 
plained about overcrowded con- 
ditions since the beginning of the 
term. A special resolution passed by 
Studmu Senate last week recom- 
mended that st^s be taken to look 
into the posslliillty of adding more 
room to the SO working space. 



$19,000; vice president of adminis- 
tration, from $20,500 to $22,500; 
dean of students, from $16,500 to 
$17,000; comptroller, from $15,500 
to $16,000; security officers, from 
$10,800 to $11,200 and assistant to 
the president from $9,000 to $9,300. 
With aPBroval of the proposed In- 
crease forthe 15 positions, subject 
to Budget Commission approval, the 
BOR recommended that all other 
salaries be recadned as cut by the 
commission. 

They also recommended thst one 
overall university budge; be pre- 
sented instead of individual budgets 
from separate universities. Chan- 
cellor Broward Culpepper said that 
problems could tlnis be worked out 
ahead to save time and awold con- 
flicts. 

Some 12,500 positions were re- 
commended to the BOR for review 
and approval. Only 192 were approv- 
ed for salary Increase, andthesera- 
ceived an increase lower than tlie 
one recommended. 
Culpepper referred to recent re- 
pons that one imiversity president 
might resign because of discontent 
over final control by the State Bud- 
get Commissionoverimiversltysal- 
aries. 

However, Culpepper pointed out, 
when 1965-66 operating faudl^ts 
were approved by the board and the 
Budget Conomission, there were no 
positions for which die salary was 
reduced betow the current nmtmai 
June 30, 1965. 

Thus 98.5 percent were ^proved 

by the board, said Culpepper.

I would like to bring to your atten- 
tion the fact that a minority of stu- 
dents on this campus are being 
"discriminated" against. These 
students are those Interested in 
weight training. 

I attended this University for five 
years, four as an undergraduate and 
one as a graduate student. In this 
time the weight room facilities have 
deteriorated while the number of 
interested persons has grown. In- 
terestingly enough, the athletic de- 
partment has provided more exten- 
sive facilities for scholarsh^) ath- 
letes than are available to the entire 
male student body. (These facilities 
are located at the field house and 
practice field adjacent to Campbell 
Stadium.) Furthermore, the prime 
time in the student weight r om, 
three through five in the afternoon 
Monday through Friday, has been 
appropriated by the athletic depan- 
ment for the exclusive use of 
scholarship athletes. All non- 
scholarshQ) athletes are subject to 
eviction. 

This weight lifting area is laughably 
small and the weight equipment de- 
plorably limited. At any number ..f 
Comparable institutions with which I 
am familiar, adequate weight facili- 
ties are provided for student use. 
If the University places emphasis on 
constructive activity aside from 
studies, why. then, are those inter- 
ested in weight training deprived of 
pr per and adequate facilities? 

My solution is: 1) provide weight 
facilities f ^r both students and ath- 
. gtes. 2) Expand facilities and in- 



crease equi^ent in the weight 
room. 

One last thought on this subject- 
could this deplorable state of affairs 
be a lack of awareness or Just a 
plain lack of interest on the pan 
of the officials responsible for this 
area of student activities?

Leave SG In Undergraduates' Han

FSU Student Govemmenr is abol- 
ished. Far fetched? Well 1 cenainly 
hope so. But 1: has happened at 
larger and betxer-knam schools 

than FSU. 

1 have always thought that large 
sch ols were f inressesforastrmg 
and well-workirig SG. But at the 
recent .American Student Govern- 
ment Assoc. 1 was amazed t') learn 
that scho jls such as .Michigan State 
and the University if Georgia have 
experienced the disappearance or 
near disappearance iSC. 
The University jf Georgia is n w 
in its second year of rebuilding SG. 
Michigan State has had tu drasti- 
cally change its structure in order 
to survive even in a limited degree. 
The reasons f.r SG problems on 
Uiese and many ther campuses are 
varied, but there is usually one very 
dominant element. 
Time after time this element turns 
out to be the bickering and mud- 
slinging between groups involved 
in SG. These groups become so con- 
cerned with their inter-group con- 
flicts that SG is allowed to dis- 
integrate. 

When these groups (or group) be- 
come so concerned with attacking the 
individuals within SG and with taking 
dead aim at the government's stnic- 
ture, we have the beginning of some- 
thing that could well terminate in 
losing all self-govenUi% privileges 
within the university.

1 am a f'rm. believer in construc- 
tive criticlsrr. and in the idea that 
there are tw sides to most ques- 
tions. But when criticism gets to the 
point where it is mure detrimental 
to the entire SG structure than it 
is constructive, a limit has been 
reached. 

When this limit is met and sur- 
pass«d,tbe entire system becomes 
not a service to students, but a 
battlefield for verbal and paper 
battles between individuals. 

When this pnint is reached, scan- 
dal and accusations become more 
important than accomplishing goals 
ttiat are beneficial to the sttident 
body. 

I hope FSU can observe and learn 
from the mistakes other universities 
and their students have made in re- 
gard to SG. 



Once again our Student Government 
leaders are taking a look at the role 
of the graduate student in SG. As the 
graduate enrollment at FSU con- 
tinues to soar, the time has come to 
make some attempt to define clearly 
and attempt to stabilize any role the 
future graduate student might play In 
campus leadership. 
Some of the nation's top educators 
have recently been engaged in some 
studies which might benefit our pre- 
sent student administrators In their 
attempt to legislate a sohition to the 
problem of SG and graduate students. 
These studies Involve environments 
for learning (l.e. student cultures or 
tlie collective characteristics of a 
given campus). The most significant 
Studies have been made by two be- 
havioral scientists. Robert Pace and 
George Stem, through a series of 
tests given at various colics 
across the country. 
These tests were designed to deter- 
mine certain personality traits of 
individual students and also to char- 
acterize the environments if the 
different c lUege campuses. These 
scientists were able, from the re- 
sults of the tests, x < describe five 
different types f environments, one 
of which w luld fit almost any col- 
lege in the US. (See C. R. Pace, 
"Five College Environments, "Col- 
lege Board Review, spring, i960.) 
A glance at the description of the 
various envir nments quickly re- 
veals the type most characteristic 
of FSU. It reads: 

"The college offers many really 
practical courses such as typing, 
repon writing and so forth. Most 
students are interested in careers 
in business, en gi nee ring, manage- 
ment and other practical affairs. 
Students are more interested in 
specialization titan in general lib- 
eral education. Students are not en- 
couraged to criticize administrative 
policies and teaching practices. For 
a period of time freshmen are t take 
oriders from upperclassmen. There 
is a lot )f apple-polishing around 
here. Student elections generate a lot

of intense campaigning and strong 
feeling. There is a recognized grotq> 
of student leaders on this campits. 
There are lots of dances, parties, 
and social activities. Every year 
there are carnivals, parades, and 
other festive events on tlie campus. 
There is a lot of informal datii« 
during the week— at the library, 
snack bar, and movies. There are 
several popular spots where a crowd 
of boys and girls can always be 
found. (Emphasis on the practical 
and applied rather than abstract of 
theoretical; c ncemforestablishii^ 
status in relation to peers and 
accepting status in relation to 
authority.)" 

The graduate student, though he will 
probably agree that this environment 
is characteristic of the undergrad- 
uates, win n otice another type of 
environment which more nearly 
characterizes the graduate school, 
it states:

The teachers who wen rated to the 
f«nilty evaluation last spring will 
receive their "report cards' this 
week, said Charles DeFoor, under- 
secretary of toternal affairs and 
Student Government r^resentative 
to the Faculty Evaluation Coih- 
mittee. 

The Faculty Evatoatlon Committee 
has finished analyzing the evaluation 
results which will be mailed to the 
respective teachers for their com- 
ments and use to improving their 
teaching, said DeFoor. 

According to DeFo r, the students 
have a generally high opinion of their 
teachers. .Most thought their to- 
struciors rated a "B". 

"It is tentatively planned that full 
results will go to the teachers, 
their departments and the admto- 
Istration," said De Poor. However, 
the results of the evaluation will 
"not be made available t ) the student 
body in the form of a handbo k as 
will those of future evaluations. 



According to Dr. Karl Dittmer, 
vice president of academic affaln. 
the first faculty evaluation was a 
"pilot run". Because the committee 
didn't realize how much work was 
tovolved to aihninlstertog the poll, 
some teachers were left out. 
' Therefon. die results will not be 
published to an "honor roll" as 
planned. The results will be used 
to correct possible fatdts to eval- 
uation procedures, Dittmer said. 

De Poor added that the commit- 
tee and Student Government officials 
are generally satisfied with the re- 
sults. "This trial run was totended 
to potot out possible improvements 
In the questionnaire and to the meth- 
od of polling, which it has 4aam," 
said De Poor. 

"The full-scale evaluation will be 
next spring, probably mid-way 
through the trimester, and some 
form of the results will be publislied 
as a handbookforthe students," said 
De Poor.

However, Rogers does have a draw- 
back in not having as much room as 
most of the other apartments 
studied. The other places In general 
had more floor space, kitchen space 
and study space. Rogers' big ad- 
vantage Is that it is on campus. 

Off-Campus Look 

A new apartmrat bldg. off campus 
is the Soutl^ate ^artments on W. 
Pensaoola St. These apartments also 
cost $90 a month for two people 
vrlth an additional $15 per month 
for utilities. Air-conditioned and 
completely furnished, they have 
more over-all space perq>artment. 
Southgate also has a oombinatton 
living room, dining room and kit- 
chen, but these facilities are more 
extensive. 

The kitchen has a full-sized re- 
frigerator, ample counter and cup- 
board space, a sink and a gas stove. 

The Southgate bedrooms are slight- 
ly larger than those in Rogers with 
a regular-Sized baduroom next to It. 

Easy-to-care-for furniture and 
floors require only light housekeep- 
ing in Southgate. The floors in 
Rogers are covered with daxic tiles 
and show every mark. 

Furnishings In Southgate are more 
extensive and are more suited to 
student's needs. A full-sized walk- 
in closet with plenty of shelves pro- 
vides ample storage space. 

Another new apartment building 
this year is the CollegePlaza Apart- 
ments on W. Coll^ Ave. The one- 
bedroom apartments rent for $100 
per month widi an addittonal $15 
for utilities. 



College Plaza apartments are also 
air- conditioned and furnished with 
Mediterranean- style furniture. 

The floor space of these apart- 
ments is less than that of Rogers, 
but the kitchen is separate and fully 
equipped with a regular- Sized re- 
frigerator, stove and more counter 
and cupboard space. 

Bedroom and bathroom space in 
Rogers and In College Plaza is 
equal. 

College Plaze Apartments have 
beautiful rugs and attractive fur- 
niture. There is a roof-top garden 
and there will soon be a swim- 
ming pool, said its manager. 

The Town and Campus Apartments 
off of W. Brevard St. are another 
new set of apartments. Rent for 
the 108 units is $95 per monthfor 
an unfurnished one-beidroom q>art- 
ment and $115 per month for a 
furnished one-bedroom apartment. 
Utilities average $22 per month. 

The Town and Campus Apartments 
are air-conditioned and fully 
furnished. These t^artments have a 
living room, a dinette and a kitchen 
equ^iped with Hoqioint appliances. 
There is more doset space and a 
larger amount of floor ^ace than in 
Rogers. 

A swimming pool is another bifsft- 
ligat of these ^artments. Two bed- 
room apartments are also available 
in this complex. 

Carriage Apartmoits on E. Park 
Ave. also have one and two-bed- 
room apartm«its. Tte one-bedroom 
apartments are fiirnisbed in Dani^ 
modern and are alr-condltloned with 
a combination living room and dining 
room, a medium-steed kltdienamla 
bedroom with a solid wall closet and 
a bathroom.

High Tide Drowns Punchless Tribe

Tuscaloosa, Ala.— A determined 
Crimson Tide hit its seasonal high 
ebb Saturday and swamped Sem- 
inole hopes for a second big upset. 

The '65 Alabama squad found the 
sailing not as smooth as last year's 
Namath-led national champs, but 
a terrifying homecoming crowd of 
43,000, two scoring plunges from 
halfback Leslie Kelly, a sophomore 
pass swiper and Seminole inability 
to get die "big play," combined to 
jell a good Alabama team into per- 
h^s another great one. 

Chief Bill Peterson called Ala- 
bama "die best team we've played." 
crediting die Tide widi playing a 
flawless game. "On the other hand 
we did nothing all afternoon to give 
us any sort of ^ark. We had men 
open but they couldn't hold on to 
the ball. It just wasn't our day." 

Dropped passes were only part 
of the story. After four straight 
hard-nosed battles without a 
breather, FSU's magnificent seven 
plus four seemed to lack the usual 
diehard defensive pursuit and ag- 
gressiveness. Once again, however, 
Tribe defenders put members of the 
opposition out of the game. 
Tough Tide Coach Bear Bryant 
called the homecoming win a costly 
one because of injuries to three of 
his starters. Bryant said offensive 
guard Jim Fuller may be lost for the 
season with a shoulder separation. 
Star quarterback Steve Sloan was 
badly bruised in the chest and ribs 
and defensive tackle John Sullivan 
hurt his kree. 

Even il ;[ he Semlnoles Steamed 
into 'Bama territory a number of 
times, penalties and intercepted 
passes killed the progress. The 
21-0 score marked the Seminoles' 
largest margin of defeat since 
Ole Miss won in '61, and the first 

shutout since the 7-0 Florida game 
in 1963. 

Alabama missed an early oppor- 
tunity to get on the boards. Midway 
in the first quarter, Sloan thrust his 
team down into FSU territory, only 
to be thrown for a five-yard loss on 
third down. TbenplacdddcerDudley 
Kerr's field goal attenqit was wide 
to the left and FSU partisans let go 
with a si^ of relief and a rousing 
cheer. 

Seminole fans and band members 
were soon biting their nails again, 
though, as Alabama got the ball 
back after the Tribe missed a first 
down by big yardage. 

'Bama started onthemidfieldmaiic 
and took just five plays to crack over 
for the first score. The first play 
was a backbreaker with hefty full- 
back Steve Bowman taking a Sloan 
pitduut and galloping 43 yards 
arcmnd end to die FSU 7. Bowman 
was qprung loose on the Jaum by a 
ferocious Kdly blodc. 



Then Sloan let Kelly run it li for 
the six points with four straight 
running plunges, the 200-ib. junior 
halfback getting over by inches on 
fourth and goal from the one. 

FSU came back in the second 
quarter with the running of Bill 
Moreman and Jim Mankins, pene- 
trating to the Alabama 19. With 
fourth down and three yards left, 
the Seminoles decided against a field 
goal. FSU quarterback Ed Pritchett 
passed to T. K. Wetherell, but it 
fell incomplete and the Tide took 
over from there.

That's All? 

Congratulations to the Faculty Evaluation Committee. 
Finally after only eight months, they have managed to 
compile the results of last spring's student evaluation 
of teachers. However, this accon^lishment will be 
little appreciated by tiie eyaluation's evaluators: the 
students of FSU. 

Though the findings of the committee will be made 
known to the faculty and administration this week, the 
students will be left in the dark. 

Charles DeFoor, student chairman of the evaluation 
committee, claimed yesterday that the studtents shall 
remain ignorant because of the incomplete nature of 
the poll. 

Vihile this might be a valid reason for not listing 
a teachers' honor roll, supposedly one of the evalua- 
tion's purposes when it was planned last year, it is no 
reason for DeFoor' s statement to the students to con- 
sist of only a vague generalization: "Most students 
thought their instructors rated 'B'." 

As a service to FSU students, their parents and 
prospective students, the committee would do well to 
publish an analysis of the major weaknesses and 
strengths of the FSU faculty as seen by its students. 

This would not mean listing names of teachers, 
thus leaving them open for intimidation, but rather it 
would be a graphic illustration of what kind of edu- 
cation the students think they are getting. 

Such a compilation would serve as a symbol of 
good faith on the part of the faculty a^d administration, 
showing that they are not afraid, or too proud, to be 
publicly criticized. 

This analysis would also show that DeFoor's pro- 
mise of a handbook report on this year's evaluation 
will not be replaced by more promises.

How- 
ever, there is no guarantee that the 
City will leave this source of revenue 
untouched. It is hard for me to 
visualize the city council raising 
local taxes when they may appro- 
priate what may have been part ai 
the FSU scholarship fund. I for one 
am not eager to financially suppon 
the city so ihat tbey can build swiin- 
ming pools which are not open. I 



would be less reluctant t ■ pay a fine 
if I knew it was g 'ing to provide 
scholarships to deserving students. 

Third, students wishing to plead 
"not guilty" will be f reed to go to 
the municipal court. We have been 
told that the coun will schedule 
trials to fit the students' schedule-- 
if, I m afraid, it is also a time that 
the c urt is in session which 1 be- 
lieve is two days a week. 1 feel this 
inconvenience may cause some inno- 
cent students to plead guilty and pay 
the city to avoid the bother.

Today, for the first time in history, the people of 
Tallahassee and the state of Florida will publicly 
admit that they live in one complex world of human 
beings, not of good guys and "foreigners." 

This admission will be made at UN Day ceremonies 
in the chamber of the House of Representatives of the 
State capitol, the same capitol that was the only south- 
em statehouse not captured during the Civil War, the 
same statehouse that for recent years has refiised to 
fly the UN flag. 

This is truly an accomplishment by the UN Day Com- 
mittee and Mrs. George Levds. 

For Mrs. Lewis and her committee, however, this 
was not enough for one day in the field of human rela- 
tions. Participants In today's program, a model UN 
assembly, will be from both Tallahassee universities: 
FSU and FAMU. 

This will be one of the few times that the two uni- 
versities have worked together for a common objective. 
In the past, FSU has openh iiscouraged the interming- 
ling of the two schools on the grounds that it would dis- 
rupt the local social atmosphere. 

This attitude has- kept the University community from 
taking a position of leadership in the touchy area of 
race relations, and now it must follow the lead of 
Tallahassee's more far-seeing citizens. 

Hopefully FSU will follo\\ up on the UN Day Com- 
mittee lead and keep the channels of cooperation open 
between the two universities.

Mime Will Survive 'Beatles'

"Pantomime is the language of all 
men," said Marcel Marceau in a 
press conference before his per- 
formance here Tuesday. 

Marceau revealed that the only dif- 
ference In his "off-stage' and "on- 
stage' personalities is the use of

make-up on stage. Life and his art 
are one to Marceau. On the stage 
he depicts life as the hean ex- 
periences it. 

Using facia! expression, hand 
movement and n idy coordination, 
he creates fear, joy, truth, sadness 
and h^piness. 
When Marceau first came t tne 
US, he was immediately acclaimed 
by critics as the greatest of clowns 
in the world of pant omime, the lan- 
guage jf the heart and em )tlon. 
The world of the cl 'wns goes back 
to early Grecian civUizatl 'n, 6,000 
years bef re Christ. Mime, the art 
■f the cl ;wns, is an an that feu 
have mastered and many a.:; ; e: 
petuate, said Marceau. He lauded the 
greatest English cl.>wns as Buster 
Keaton and Charlie Chaplin. 
Marceau drew an anal gy between 
the "world of the clowns" and the 
"world of the Beatles. " He said, 
"It is easy for people to identify 
themselves with the mop-headed 
group. The Beatles are unconven- 
ti>nal. One would rather Identify 
with them than with war. 

"But," he went on, "they will not 
make paintings of the Beatles as 
they do of the clowns. The face of 
the clown is immortal in tbe brush 
of the painter. People cannot easily 
identify themselves with "Blp' (the 
famous ctiaracter clown created by 
Marceau) because we are unreal. We 
are the abstract feeili« of humanity. 
We make people think. It is this 
ability that makes tbe language of the 
clown something rare ami part of a 
myth that will endure." 
On stage Marceau p nrays man 
against life. He shows manandsi>ll- 
tude, man and destiny, man and 
anguish and man's sirugpie f r life. 



Bip has been pi in rayed as a lion 
tamer, a bull fighter, a tramp on a 
train and a soldier. 

Marceau said It is his belief that 
all men are the same everywhere, 
belonging to the saine breed. Bip's 
face is painted white with n ■ Identity 
of its own, for he is all mankind. 

"On the other hand, Bip portrays 
situations in life that exist but need 
changing - human misery and gla- 
m ur,' Marceau said. 
Tv/o things displease Marceau.- in- 
justice and stupidity. He quoted from 
Goethe "Against stupidity, even the 
gods can do nothing."

phere of his country house near 
Paris. The homeis2S0yearsoIdand 
is full of icons, vases.glasswareand 
paintings which Marceau collects 
during his travels.

With the proposed additon of a law school, FSU's 
role as an institution of higher, specialized education 
has become very evident.
